Some thought 
has been given to asking for reliet 
rfom making these payments—al- 
though we entered into an agree- 
ment to make them, as we learn that 
other Municipalities in similar 
stances have repudiated their obliga- 
tions. We do not urge this course of 
action but would appreciate an ex- 
pression of opinion from the ratepay- 
ers as to how they would like the 
Council to act. Briefly the history of 
the situation is that in the year 1930 
as a measure of relief certain public 
works were constructed, among them 
being this highway, and it was agre- 
ed that the cost would be borne 50 
per cent by the Dominion Govt, 25 
per cent by the Provincial Govt and 
25 per cent by the Municipality. An 
agreement providing for payment ov- 
er a period of 10 years for our 25 per 
cent was entered into with the Minis- 
ter of Public Works under which we 
agreed to pay $1439.62 and interest 
annually, Since that time we have 
continued to have relief problems to 
deal with and have to absorb our 
share of the cost in the general mill 
rate of the Municipality. In 1933 our 
total net expenditure for relief of all 
kinds amounted to $2708.47 and in the 
year past $1617.26. These figures are 
given to show that we are really do- 
ing our share annaully by providing 
for our unfortunate residents without 
incurring further expense in paying 
for the highway under consideration. 
If the relief. offered.and accepted in 
1930 had been a solution to the prob-
